The foot aud mouth disease 
has never threatened Southern Cali¬ 
fornia before, ami the cause is at¬ 
tributed to the long drouth. The 
Congress recently appropriated sev¬ 
eral millions of dollars to remhurse 
the farmers, cattlemen and dairy¬ 
men, for t he loss of I heir animals

The following is takeu 
from the Western Pennsylvanian 

“ Mr. Manning, in his usual 
happy way, presented, in our be¬ 
half, a fountain pen, a hill folder 
and a ten dollar gold piece to Mr. 
Teegarden. He spoke of Mr Tee- 
garden’s wonderful career and 
punctuated his remarks with aueo- 
doles illustrative of events such as 
we weie enjoying Mr. Man¬ 
ning’s consideration for, and sym¬ 
pathy with, veteran teachers are by 
no means the least of his many vir¬ 
tues, and these were conspicuously 
demonstrated in his talk. 

“ Mr. Teegarden is rounding out 
his fortj-eighth year as teacher in 
tbe Western Pennsylvania Sobool 
for the Deaf, As most of us kuow 
his teaching career began with tbe 
fouudiug of the school at Tuttle 
Creek iu 1876, aud has continued 
iu this school to the present day. 

“ Mr. Teegarden was boru in 
Greene Couuty, not far from Pitts- 
hutgh. At the age of eight he mov¬ 
ed with his family to Iowa. At 
eleven years of age be became deaf, 
and after three years spent in the 
Iowa School for the Deaf, he weut 
to Gallaudet College where he gra¬ 
duated after five years. In 1922 lie 
received the degree of Master of 
Arts from his Alma Muter. 

“Mr Teegarden is exceptional as 
a lliinker, and iu his use or the Eng¬ 
lish language. We class him the 
poet laureate of the faoulty. 

“ While Mr. Teegarden retires 
from active service we are glad to 
know that as teacher emeritus his 
face will still often lie seen among 
Hie printers, whom he will visit of 
his own free will in an advisory 
capacity.”

Some Strange Timepieces 

Travelers state that Liberia, in 
Africa lias neither clock nor time 
piece of auy sort. The reckoning of 
time is made entirely by the move 
meet arid position of the sun, which 
rises at 6 am and sets at 6 PM 
almost to 1 lie minute the year round 
and at noon is vertically overhead. 

The Islanders of the South Pacific 
have no clocks, but make a curious 
time-inaiker of their own. 

They take the kernels from the 
nuts of thecandle tree and wash and 
string them outo the ribs of a palm 
leaf. 

The first or top kernel is then light¬ 
ed. 

All of the kernels are of same 
size and substance, and each will 
burn a certain number of minutes 
and then set fire to the one next 
below The ..a>- ves tie pieces of 
black cloth at regular inteivals 
sloug the string to mark the 
division of time. 

Among the natives of Singer, in 
the Malay Archipelago, another 
peculiar device is used. 

Two bottles are placed neck to 
nr-ck and sand is put in one of them, 
which pours itself into the other 
once every half hour, when the 
bottles are reversed. 

There is a line near by also, on 
which are hung twelve rods marked 
with notches from one to twelve. 
A legularly appointed keeper at 
tends to the bottles and rods and 
sounds the hour upon a gong —Ml 
Airy World.
